Delarey is one of the most unique 
ersonalities among the^many rugged 
Laracters developed by the Boer con- 
flirt. He is known as the "Silent Man" 
being unusually uncommunicative. For 
11 years he was a member of the 
Volksraad, and rarely spoke there un- 
less upon some important subject. He 
is one of the few who opposed ihe 
issuance of the ultimatum at tho se- 
cret meeting of the Raad. 


General Delarey 
is not and never 


has been entirely in acco/d with ex ! 
President Kruger. He refuses to take 
men who have taken the oath of neu- 
trality, and is always much more len- 
ient In his treatment of prisoners than 
many of his fellow commanders.

NEW BILL 


Before Passage That Its Friends Hard- 


ly Recognized It—Postoffice Ap- 


propriation Bill. 


Washington, March 11.—The bill to 


classify the rural free delivery service 
and place the carriers under the con- 
tract system, which has been lebatud 
n the house for a week was passed, 
but in a form that completely changed 
the purpose for which it was framed. 


Before it was passed the bill was 


altered radically by its opponents. AT. 
the provisions relating to the placing 
of carriers under the contract syjtem 
ivere stricken out and the present sys- 
tem was not only continued but the 
maximum salary was increased from 
?500 to $600 per annum. 


A motion offered by Mr. Williams, 


(Dem. 111.) to recommit the bill with 
instructions to report back an amend- 
ment providing for the dismissal from 
the service of carriers who should use 
their influence in favor of any party 
or for any particular candidate was 
voted down 96 to 141. 
. 


As passed, the bill classifies the ru- 


ral free delivery service and fixes.the 
compensation of employes as follows: 
Special agents in charge of divisions, 
not exceeding ?2,400 per annum; spe- 
cial agents, four classes, graded from 
$1300 to $1600; route inspectors, four 
classes from 
$900 to ?1200; clerks, 


four classes from ?900 to flZOO. The 
compensation of carriers is not to ex- 
ceed $900. Today the postoffice appro- 
priation bill is being, considered. 


Mr. Swanson, Pa. offered an amend- 


ment providing for salaries for car- 
riers at not exceeding $GOO per annum 
with an added provision that "no oth- 
er or further allowance or salary shall 
be made to said carriers." 


Mr. Loud in charge of the bill inti- 


mated that this amendment had beea 
instigated by some one at the postof- 
fice department. 


Mr. Swanson denies this.

priation committee aroused a burst of 
applause when he declared that in his 
opinion carriers could not

per cent. The increase in mileage was 
2,330 miles or 1.37 per cent. The big 
increase shown in gross earnings last 
year followed an increase of $100,915,- 
767, shown in 1900, and $101,316,880 in 
1899. In 1898 the increase in gross 
earnings was $77,047,719, and in 1897 
the increase was $54,490,563.

Some yearn ago while on my rehirn 


from a trip Into Virginia 1 Ml In will 
u young fellow who wsis on his M 
to the Itocky mountains.

• Suddenly and without any warning 
the engine left the rails, and the lonj, 
train of coaches followed. There w«s 
no embankment, only a flat piece of 
country, and BO it was not so disas 
trous as it otherwise would have been, 
1 was so bruised and stunned that I 
scarcely realized what had occurred. 
It was after 1) o'clock in the cvcniiur, 
and 1 Lad scarcely more than extract- 
ed myself from the cur, which was 
literally torn to pieces, when the wreck 
caught on flre. Most of the passengers, 
however, had been rescued, but a few 
of them were still in the wreck, and 
so we started in at once to assist the 
trainmen in doing what we could, 
lost sight of my companion as soon as 
the car went over, but after I got out 
of the car I wondered, where he was. 


Just then the flames shot into the 


air, and we heard a shriek. Rushing 
to the other aide of the car, I beheld 
my young friend underneath a heavy 
beam —In fact, the lower half of his 
body was under the debris of the 
wreck—and he was jammed in so tight 
that we could not possibly release biin 
without more assistance. We had noth 
ing to work w-itli, only one ax having 
been taken out of the cars, and that 
was broken and of little use. The 
flames had already reached his feet, 
and bis cries for help were heartreud- 
iug, I can assure you. There was ab- 
solutely nothing we could do to help 
him—not a thing iu which we could 
get any water, and if there bad-been 
there was not a drop nearer than a 
mile, for the creek at that point was 
at least that far away. 1 pulled at the 
debris until I burned my left hand so 
severely that I have used it but very 
little since, and, as you see, it is badly 
scarred. 


We worked trying to save him until 


the fire drove us back. His appeals 
were something terrible to hear, and 
he begged us again and again to shoot 
him. 
-This, of course, no one would do, 


although it would have been the thing 
to i>ut him out of his misery. 


But just then help came to him. 
From the side, of the track in the 


darkness, for it was an inky night, ap- 
peared a slender^gure in white. It 
came up without a sound. I stood 
where I could see. her very plainly, for 
the figure was that of a young wo 
uian. Her face was -ashen, her fea- 
tures perfect, and I recogni/ed at once 
in her features the photograph my 
young friend had/ shown me on the 
train. She glided, up to where the vie 
tim lay. We heard the sharp report of 
a pistol, and the ^apparition vanished 
instantly. I just had time-to see the 
poor fellow before the flames closed 
over him, and there was a bullet bole 
in his forehead. 'He was dead. The 
flames rushed over him, and I turned 
away. 
i 


The next day from ont the ruins we 


took his remains. The skull was badly 
chaired, but in it was a hole like that 
made by a bail, anil inside of the re- 
mains of the skull was a small piece of 
molten lead. I went to the telegraph 
ofiice, only a few miles down the track, 
aud telegraphed to the girl, whose 
name and address he had fortunately 
given me. An answer came from the 
girl's father stating that steps would 
at once be taken for the proper care of 
tlie remains, and that they would be 
taken back to the Old Dominion. 


From there I went home. Only a 


short while after that I was compelled 
to make another trip to Yirginia. While 
in the state I chanced to pass through 
the town where the prospective father- 
in-law of the young man resided, and 
so 1 took the liberty of calling at liis 
home, knowing that they would no 
doubt like to hear about the accident 
iu which the young man met so untime- 
ly sin end. 


The old gentleman was at home and 


very glad to see me. 1 told him all the 
circumstances of the strange event 
that had taken place. When I was 
through, he went info another room 
and brought ont a small pistol and said 
he bad no doubt that was the weapon 
that put Harry, as he called him, out of 
misery. He said that the night before 
the accident occurred his daughter, the 
lady to whom my young acquaintance 
was engaged, was taken suddenly ill 
and died before morning. On the table 
iu her room was this small, ivory ban- 
died pistol, which he fiancfc nsd pre- 
sented to her before he left. It was 
loaded. 


The morning after the accident one 


cartridge was found to have been ex- 
ploded, and no one could possibly ac- 
count for the curious happening, as the 
pistol had not been touched by any oue 
after the young lady's death. I had the 
llllle lump of lead which 1 found in the 
unfortunate young man's skull, and we 
weighed it and also one of the pistol 
balls, and after careful examination 
they were found to be of exactly the 
same caliber. I am firmly of the belief 
that the spirit of that young woman 
came that dark and awful night to the 
relief of her intended hnsbsud.
